SEPARATE SCHOOL. GRANTS 


The following statement was made 
in the Legislature on Monday, April 
24th, 1922, by Hon. R.. H. Grant, 
Minister of Education: 

There has been no change in the 
Legislation affecting separate schools 
since the present Government took 
office. Nor have any changes been 
made in the regulations affecting the 
grants to urban or rural schools 
which would give the separate school 
morg, money than the amount to 
which the law entitles them.

share being 91,51 per cent or 
$1,514,490.50 - and the’ latter8.49 
per cent, or $140,509,50,. The 
share belonging to each class of 
schools was then distributed among 
the individual schools of the class in 
accordance with regulations which 
have existed for many years. These 
regulations take into account such 
factors as salaries paid to teachers 
accomodations, equipment, grade of 
teacher’s certificate, teacher's ex- 
perience, and assessment of school 
section. In this distribution, the 
public schools absorbed their total 
apportionment; but on the same bas 
is the separate schools absorbed on- 
ly $70,863.71 of their total apport- 
ionment of $140,509.50, leaving 
balance of $69 645.79, or practically 
50 per cent which unquestignably 
belonged ta and had to be distribut- 
edamong the Separate Schools. The 
balance of the allotment for the rur- 
al separate schools was distributed 
pro rata among these schools as pro- 
vided for in the regulations, The 
procedure in making distribution 
is the same in every detail as that 
which has been followed for several 
years.

wards Disappeared. 

A pathetic chapter in the early his- 
tory of Nova Scotia is recalled by 
Francis G. Brown, who telis of the 
"lost city’ of Shelburne, which was 
founded by the United Empire Loyal- 
iste and afterward virtually dis- 
appeared, to be, succeeded in a later 
generation, and on another site, by 
the present, beautiful town of that 
name. If the enous enumerators of 
Canada, who are suppeeed to have 
penetrated every nook of tht “ 
injon last summer, would reveal the’) 
echoes of disappeared communities 
which they encountered, the result 
might afford numerous other cases 
of lost cities or towns, but the pe- 
culiar interest in Shelburne probably 
would not be duplicated. There are 
deserted villages and towns in the 
lumbering and mining sections of 
Ontario, British Columbia, and other 
provinces, but in the case of Shel- 
burne we have a farming community 
from which the early inhabitants 
seattered to the four winds. 

Writing many years ago, Judge 
Haliburton said of the lost Shel- 
burne: Hundreds of cellars, with 
their stone walls and granite parti- 
tions, were everywhere to be seen, 
like uncovered monuments of the 
dead. Time and decay had done 
their work.“ 

Loyalists came to Shelburne in 
1783, and there was soon a com- 
munity of upward of 10,000, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brown’s review in the 
Halifax Chronicle. At that time 

alifax had only 3,000 to 4,000. A 

ty sprang up like a mushroom in 

the night, and, with true enterprise, 
had a complete list of town officers 
numbering 86. “It is strange that 
to-day no trace can be found of the 
buildings in which those 10,000 peo- 
ple lived, with the exception of a 
few old cellars in surrounding spots, 
for it was a real and not a phantom 
city.”’ 
What became of the city? By 
1800 some faint hearts began to re- 
turn to the States. They had their 
following. Others’ went back to the 
Old Country! The German element 
went east to Mahone Bay and Lunen- 
| burg, to mix with their kith and kin 
by blood. Some went west to Bar- 
rington; and farther on to the 
Argyles, and Tusket, and Acadia, as 
names go to show. Others went no 
one knows where. So that what was 
then the extensive Queen's county 
but is now Yarmouth, Shelburne and 
Queen’s, became thinly populated in 
many parts by those who migrated 
from Shelburne city. . 

“The Shelburne of Joseph Pyn- 
chon is no more, Its fevered rush, 
its gay revels, its mock prosperity, 
its ardent hopes, have gone forever. 
But the beautiful harbor remains, 
and old Christ Church remains, look - 
ing down with weather-tried eyes at 
the harbor, as though expecting that 
she may yet see a teeming popula- 
tion surrounding its greenish blue 
waters.“

MADOC 
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Loyal Irish For West. 

If the plan of the C. P. R. Coloniz- 
ation Department succeeds, about 
11,000 members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary will be brought to 
Canada, and settled on irrigated 
lands in Alberta. The C.P.R. will 
practically finance the settlement, 
each man being required to have a 
very moderate cash capital, and re- 
ceiving aid in purchasing Imple- 
ments, stock, and setting up general- 
ly. This is the venture, apparently, 
respecting which a colonization ex- 
penditure of about $20,000,000 was 
reported as being planned. 

Allowing 240 acres for each ‘set- 
tler, the area to be covered by the 
colony would be about two and a 
half million acres. That project 
would be about, half as big as the 
Soldier Settlement, conducted under 
Government auspices, in which about 
$80,000,000 has been invested. Both 
of these large-scale settlement

YOUNG PIGS RUINED. 
tverfeeding Makes Fat, Daompy Hoge 
of Poor Quatity. 

There are thousands of little pigs 
from the best of breeding stock 
ruined annually through improper or 
averfeeding from weaning time, to 
three months of age. Overteedintg at 
this stage makes a short, fat, dumpy, 
poor quality hog, finished before he 
is heavy enough and liable to crip- 
pling, states G. B. Rothwell, Dom- 

inion Animal Husbandtyman. 

Start the little pig at four or five 
weeks of age with a creep or sep. 


ag small quantities; at a time 
with sweet-skim milk. Scattering ® 
few handfuls of good, plump, whole 
oate in the litter is a good practice. 
The critical time comes after wean~ 
ing. 

The following is a good ration 
for the weaned pis: oats (finely 
ground well-filled‘ oats, feeding oat- 
meal or ground hull-less oats), 50 
Ibs.; middlings, 26 lbs.; shorts, 26 
}bs.; ground flax or linseed meal, 5 
s.: tankage, 3 lbs. This may be 
varied provided that the crude fibre 
in the mixture is kept low, and the 
fat content fairly high. For the two 
to three months pig of 50 Ibs. feed 
a pound or so of the mixture daily. 
After the pig is well over weaning 
the milk may be fed better soured, 
but not decomposed. Feed it soured 
all the time thereafter. Do not occa- 
sionally change back to sweet milk. 
Buttermilk is excellent, probably the 
best milk by-product for the pig over 
three months. 

There are three fundamentals. in 
successfully feeding the weaning pig. 
Keep him hungry, have him squeal- 
ing for his rations an nour before 
they are due. Keep his pen clean, 
but see that the bottom of his trough 
is the cleanest part of his pen. See 
that he gets exercise, outdoors if the 
summer, or in à well-bedded pen or 
shed in the winter or early spring. 

From three to four months use a 
mixture of oats, 60 lbs., shorts, 50 
lbs., middlings 25 lbs., corn or bar- 
ley 25 lbs., linseed meal 5 per cent. 
or equal parts of oats, shorts and 
barley with milk or tankage, From 
four to five months, a mixture of 
oats; shorts and barley or corn, equal 
parts with 6 per cent. ofl meal. For 
the finish the corn or barley may be 
increased either’ by feeding whole or 
adding to the ground meal mixture. 


Live Stock Notes. 

Not every year is a corn year, and 
hog-raisers might as well consider 
sowing some barley this spring. 
Though not so quick à fattener as the 
corn, barley gives rapid and econom- 
ical gains and the right kind of meat 
for bacon if fed in mixture with a 
protein supplement.

But he liked to move about, 
and subsequently worked on papers 
in Niagara Falls, Alexandria, Brant- 
ford, Ayr and Woodstock. 

Mr. Constable still remembers 
many instances of the irrepressibly 
budding humor which America's two 
great humorists betrayed even while 
they were setting type in the Cleve- 
land newspaper office.

: hybrid. Wolves and jackals, however, 
are like our dogs and resemble each 
other so Closely that one might call 
the jackal a small wolf or the wolf 
a large jackal; with such different 
characteristics as may be explained 
by their varying size, strength and

WAS SAFE IN CANADA. 


try for Protection. 


Away back in 1835, Canadians 
were roused to a fever heat of indig- 
nation by the case of Solomon 
Mosely, an escaped Kentucky slave 
who sought refuge in Upper Canada. 
The American authorities wished to 
get him back for his owner, but the 
citizens of this country were willing 
to go to the length of breaking the 
law in order to protect the unfor- 
tunate black man. 


case, reeUweted in the Toronto Sun- 
day World, Mosély>teck a horse be- 
longing to his master, and“ e his 
way from Louisville to Buffalo, 
from there across the Niagara river 
into Canada. Hie master followed 
hot foot, and charged Mosely with 
horse stealing. The slave was ar- 
rested and placed in the jail at Ni- 
agara. A prima-facie care was made 
out against him, and the authorities 


The people in Canada knew that 
Mosely was being returned to the 
United States to become a slave, and 
not to stand trial as a horse thief. 
They were certain that he would fall 
into the hands of the Kentucky mas- 
ter, who would himself be witness, 
judge and jury in the trial of the 
prisoner for his offences. It was also 
felt that the Kentuckian might even 
include the office of executioner. In 
short, the citizens of Upper Canada 
felt much the same about the case 
of Mosely in 1836 as they have felt. 
about the case of Bullock in 1922. 

Throughout the Niagara Peninsula 
there was a strong feeling that 
Mosely must not be sent back to “the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave.“ Herbert Holmes, a teacher 
and preached, assumed the leadership 
of the men who were deterniined that 
the prisoner would not go into slav- 
ery again. An organized guard of 
from 200 to 400 men remained round 
Niagara jail night and day so that | 
Mosely could not be spirited across 
the line when no one was present to 
protest. 

The American authorities and the 
Kentucky slaver were pressing in 
their demands, so at last the attempt 
was made to return Mosely to the 
United States. The sheriff, whose 
duty it was to enforce the law, asked 
for a military guard. The unfortun- 
ate negro was taken and shackled 
firmly in a cart. The party started 
out for the Niagara river ferry. The 
Kentuckian and slavery were waiting 
with open arms for Mosely on the 
other side. 

Az soon as the cart left the prison, 
the rescue party blocked the road. 
Holmes seized the horse’s head, and a 
Canadian negro named Green, grab- 
bed the lines. Deputy Shériff Me- 
Leod demanded room to pass, and 
when it was refused, he gave the 
order to the soldiers to fire. One of 
the soldiers immediately shot Holmes 
dead. Some time later another ran 
at Green with fixed bayonet. The 
colored man died almost immediately 
from his wound. 

The volley served as a signal to 
the other Canadians who hated slav- 
ery. They rushed. McLeod and his 
party. There were no further cas- 
ualties in the gniniature battle that 
followed, but Mosely was liberate’. 
He was an athletic fellow, and made 
good his escape. It would appear 
that the sympathies, not only of the 
rescue party but also of the soldiers, 
were with the slave. That probably 
explains how his heavy shackles hap- 
pened to be removed so that he made 
a clear get-away. 

He remained in hiding for several 
days, and finally reached Montreal. 
The Kentuckian was thus forced to 
start his proceedings again with the 
authorities of Lower Canada, but in 
the meantime, Mosely got safely 
across the ocean to England. Some 
years later, he returned to Canada, 
and was joined by his wife, also an 
escaped slave, in Niagara, where 
they spent the remainder of their 
lives. 

The death of Holmes and Green 
caused a good deal of heart-burning 
in Upper Canada. The coroner's jury 
returned the verdict of, “justifiable 
homicide”’ in the case of Holmes, as 
he was resisting the law when the 
soldier fired the shot. But Green’s 
friends tried to make an issue out 
of his death. They claimed that the 
bayoneting occurred after Mosely had 
made good his escape, and that the 
soldier made a wanton attack upon 
Green after the fighting was over. 
The evidence was conflicting, and the 
exact facts of the case will never be 
known. 

No action was taken against Dep- 
uty Sheriff MeLeod for giving. the 
order to fire. Several members of the 
rescue party, mostly colored, were ar- 

ed, however, and spent a little 
time in prison. Then came the Re- 
bellion of 1837, and in the excite- 
ment caused by the struggle between 
Mackenzie and the Family Compact, 
the case of Mosely was forgotten. 


How. Bats Avoid Obstacles. 


Scientific men believe that they 
have found out how bats, flying about 
in the darkness, avoid objects that 
they cannot see, and they are trying 
to contrive instruments that will en- 
able aviators to do the same thing.

My 
companion had gone on ahead with 
the coolies. I was about half a mile 
behind, about half a mile below 
Gantok. 

stopped to breathe my horse on 
an open clearing, and dismounted, 
loosened the girth, and watched the 
sun, which was just about setting. 
While I was musing I heard a slight 


sound, and, looking around, I saw, 


sd me fifteen or twenty paces away, 
a figure,- which I now suppose must 
have been one of the hairy men that 
the Everest expedition talk about. 
“Speaking to the best of my recol- 


‘lection, he was a little under six feet 


high, almost stark naked in that bit- 
ter cold—it was the month of No- 
vember. He was a kind of pale yel- 
low all over, about the color of a 
Chinaman, a shock of matted hair 
on his head, little hair on his face, 
highly-splayed feet, and large, for- 
midable hands. 

His muscular development in the 
arms, thighs, legs, back, and chest 
was terrific. He had in his hand 
what seemed to be some form of 
primitive bow. He did not see me, 
but stood there, and I watched him 
for some five or six minues. So far 
as I could make out, he was watch- 
ing some man or beast far down the 
hillside. At the end of some five min- 
utes he started off at a run down 
the hill, and I was impressed with 
the tremendous speed at which fe 
travelled.” 

The weight of evidence indicates 
that the creatures seen on Mount 
Everest were really men. That un- 
elad human beings should be able to 
endure the cold at such heights, and 
find food, is amazing, but not alto- 
gether beyond the range of pos- 
sibility. 

Explorers have found that there 
is a certain amount of animal life 
above the perpetual snowline. On 
Mount Everest there are a good many 
birds and a few mammals, includ- 
ing the ‘whistling snow hare.“ Some 
of these creatures live by devouring 
other animals, and some find yegeta- 
tion in little valleys and crevices just 
below the snowline. How men with 
their hearty appetites could exist on 
this scanty supply of food is hard to 
understand.

VALUE OF FARMS. 


Land In Canada Has Fallen In Ite

The average value of the occupied 


farm lands of Canada, which includes 
both improved and unimproved land, 
together with dwelling houses, barns, 
stables and other farm buildings, is 
returned to the Bureau of Statistica 
at $40 per acre, as compared with 
$48 in 1920. $46 in 1919, $41 in 
1918, $28 in 1917, $36 in 1916, and 
$35 in 1915. By provinces the value 
for 1921 is highest in British Col- 
umbia, viz., $122. In the other pro- 
vinces the average values of farm 
lands per acre are reported as fol- 
lows: Ontario, $63; Quebec, $59; 
Prince Edward Island, $46; Nova 
Scotia and Manitoba, $35; Saskatche- 
wan, $29; New Brunswick and Al- 
berta, $28.

Grows Angry. 

A definite statement was made in 
Montreal by L. A. Taschereau, Pre- 
mier of Quebec, to the effect that the 
Quebec Government would not per- 
mit the province to be depleted of 
any more industries, or deprived of 
the opportunity to ob others by 
reason of the Ontario laws w 
allowed municipalities to grant ex- 
emptions, free sites and bonuses to 
industries. This system, he said, had 
already taken several industries from 
that part of Canada. Mr. Taschereau 
said that he had communicated with 
the Ontario Government with regard 
to this matter, asking that legisla- 
tion be passed similar to that in force 
in Quebec, which prohibited sich in- 
ducements to industries. If the On- 
tario Government refused to do this, 
the Premier said the Quebec Govern- 
ment would pass legislation granting 
the right to municipalities to give 
exemption from taxation and free 
sites as inducements to industries, 
but no bonuses. “I do not intend to 
see a single other industry taken 
from this province in this way,” said 
the Premier. 


Dry Juices. 

It would be very convenient to 
keep in the pantry fruit juices in 
the form of dry powders, so that one 
could mix a glass of lemonade or 
orangeade or other beverage offhand. 
They would be useful, also, for cook- 
ing. A newly patented process for 
making such powders consists in mix- 
ing the fruit juice with gelatinized 
starch and reducing the solution to 
a dry product by atomizing it into a 
current of dry, watm air.

Best Animals Are Being Produced In 
Dominion. 

Canadian breeders of Holsteins 
have won great honors during the 
past year in official and semi-official 
tests. The world’s championship for 


yearly butter production held since 
1915 “by Duchess Skylark Ormsby, 
was broken by Bella Pontiac, owned 
by Thomas A. Barron, Brantford. In 
the Record of Performance test, this 
cow produced 1,587.50 lbs. butter in 
one year and 2,606.25 pounds in two 
years, both world's reeords. In 
strictly official test, DeKol Plus 
‘Segia Dixie, owned by D. Raymond, 
Vaudreuil, Que., captured the world’s 
record for both milk and butter, with 
the great production of 32,632.3 lbs. 
milk and 1,439.35 Ibs. butter. In the 
Record of Performance work, her 
figures, covering a slightly different 
period of 365 days, were 32,668 lbs. 
milk and 1,487.50 lbs. butter. Roy- 
croft Mildred, owned by Mr. W. L. 
Shaw of Newmarket, Ont., made an- 
other world’s record for milk pro- 
duction by a junior four-year-old, 
with 820.7 lbs. milk in seven days 
and 3.35 1.0 Ibs. in thirty days. When 
Jemima Johanna Segis finished her 
record of 1,175 lbs. butter in a year 
as a four-year-old she not only estab- 
lished a new Canadian record for her 
age but completed a world’s cham- 
pion three generation group. Jemi- 
ma Johanna of Riverside with 1,280 
lbs. butter, Jemima Johanna of 
Riverside 2nd. with 1,192.50 lbs. and 
Jemima Johanna Segis with 1,175 
Ibs. exceed in butter production any 
other similar combination in the 
world. All three were tested and 
owned by Mr. W. C. Houck, Chip- 
pawa, Ont. Eco-Sylv Belle, owned 
by Mr. A. C. Hardy, Brockville, Ont., 
set up a new world’s seven-day re- 
cord for butter by a junior two-year- 
old, making 31.114 lbs. and displac- 
ing that other great Canadian heifer, 
Het Loo Pieterfje.

| BETTER LIVE STOCK CAMPAIGN 
IN PROVINCE OF ONTARIO. 


Committee Has Taken Charge of an 
Effort to Substitute Good, Pure- 
Bred Bulls for Scrubs Wherever 
People Are Breeding Cattle 
Farmers Are Displaying Interest 
In Movement.

i Ontario census returns for 1921 
eon be number of cattle of differ- 
ent classes n the farms of the pro- 
vince as follows: Cailvés,.651,321; 
ateers, 249,099; milch cows, 1. 
270; other cattle, 717,453; bulls, 67,- 
759. The proportion of live stock to 
farms in the province is approximate- 
ly 25 head to a farm. It is estimated 
that on at least half of the farms, 


the bulls used for breeding purposes 
are either serubs or inferior pure- 
breds, and the quality of the bulk 
of the commercial beef and dairy cat- 
tle is evidence in favor of this 
estimate. 

The keynote of live stock improve- 
ment is better breeding, the other 
important factors, selection, care and 
feeding, naturally follow where gen- 
eral improvement in the herd or flock 
is evident to the owner. The main 
feature of better breeding as regards 
cattle is the substitution of a good 
pure-bred bull for an inferlor pure 
bred or scrub. To encourage the 
making of such a change in the class 
of bull used on half, or more than 
half of the farms in Ontario, is the 
object of the Live Stock Improvement 
Campaign, started in 1919 by the 
Provincial Department of Agricul- 
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A Typical Dairy Herd. 
ture, with backing from the Federal 
Agricultural Department, and or- 
ganized in 1920 under the auspices 
of the Ontario Cattle Breeders’ As- 
sociation. In 1921, there was a 
change made in the organization and 
representatives from various asso- 
ciations were appointed, to form 
what is known as the Live Stock Im- 
provement Committee. 

Outstanding features of the cattle | 
industry influencing the originators 
of the movement were: that of the 
total number of steers offered for 
sale at Ontario stock yards In 1919, 
only 45 per cent. graded good,“ 
while the milk yield of the average 
dairy cow in the province was 
shown to be 2,000 pounds per year 
less than would appear profitable to 
the farmer. 

Results of the 1920 campaign 
showed 360 good pure-bred bulls 


substituted for as many inferior 
pure-breds or grades in herds 
throughout the province, and in 


1921, the number changed was 350. 
These are the changes actually 
known to the Live Stock Improve- 
ment Committee to have taken place 
as the direct effort of their nelamen 
or of agricultural representatives in 
the various counties. The committee 
has no means of knowing definitely 
the number of changes from scrubs 
to pure-bred bulls made as an in- 
direct result of the campaign and 
without being reported to the or- 
ganization. The number is doubtless 
considerable. 

Farmers in all parts of the pro- 
vince are showing great interest in 
the better bull movement and it 
would appear as though the cam- 
paign were gathering way.  Indica- 
tions of closer co-operation between 
the central committee, breeders who 
have good sires for sale and the 
most progressive farmers in many 
townships are apparent. Marked in- 
¢trease in the number of quality beef 
and dairy breeding herds, and in- 
creased returns from the sale of 
dairy products and commercial cattle 
of improved quality are looked for 
as a result of the campaign in the 
near future. 

The organization for live stock 
improvement in Ontario consists of 
the central committee in each fully 
organized county and a county com- 
mittee in each organized county. 
The county committees are made up 
of the chairman of each township 
committee, and the township com- 
mittees consist of blockmen, each 
responsible for a particular township, 
and linemen, each responsible for a 
given stretch of territoy, so far as 
creating interest in live stock im- 
provement is concerned. 

The counties fully organized so far 
are: Perth, Oxford, Peel, Durham 
and Dundas; and Brant and Victoria 
are likely to be added at an early 
date. In three counties:

He sent for 
the leaders of the Democratic Party 
and likewise chiefs of other sections, 
and had a very plain talk with them.

Under such pressure the party 
chiefs, who had been threatening to 
withdraw their. representatives from 
the Cabinet, gave way, and agreed to 
support Mr. Leal. Even Alves dos 
Santos, the Labor Minister, openly 
announced his decision to give unfet- 
tered support to the Premier. And 80 
when the case was put anew to Mr. 
Leal he agreed to go on with his gov- 
ernment, and no change in it way 
necessary. 

A further problem, however, arose 
in regard to the attitude of the army. 
It had drawn close up to Lisbon in 
an attitude of jealousy toward the 
Republican Guard. Mr. Leal grap- 
pled with this difficulty quite well. 
„He called a conference of the chief 
officers of army and guard, Compro- 
mises were suggested, and eventually 
n commission of officers of both see 
tions was appointed, supplemented 
by an undertaking by the army to 
make no interference whatever in 
political questions. 

There are already indications of a 
popular demand for a strong policy 
which will not falter before the 
threat of any party or faction. The 
arrogance of some of the extremists 
has been amazing. Thus the syndi- 
calist chief, Armando de Azevedo,

| Tufts. ve Were Thrifty. 

The Czech soldiers who deserted 
from the Austrian to the Russian 
armies and later returned home Via 
Vladivostok and Vancouver, brought 
with them many millions in Russian 
gold rubles, enough to set the new 
Cxecho-Slovalian Republic on its 
feet, according to an article from the 
Paris bureau of the Brooklyn Eagle. 
The story was found through tracing 
the coins, which were recently put 
into circulation in France and the 
United States, back to Prague, the 
capital of the Czechs. 

There were 400,000 Czechs in the 
Russian armies at the time of the 
revolution. Remaining steadfast to 
the allied cause after the Bolshevik- 
regime commenced, they marched 
across Russia and joined the anti- 
Bolshevik forces. They were the 
backbone of Kolchak's ilbstarred 
attempt to restore the old regime. 
Later they turned back into Siberia 
and fought their way to the Pacific. 
That much is known.

larger than the tree receiving more 
severe treatment is in reality very 
simple and logical. The soil may con- 
tain an abundance of plant food, but 
this ‘raw’ food must first go to the 
leaves and be there turned in- 
to manufactured“ food before the 
tree can make use of it for further 
growth and fruitfulness. Pruning, 
by removing part of the possible 
leaf area of the tree, reduces by 
just that much the ability of the tree 
to manufacture plant food, and 
hence inhibits growth. 

Mr. Palmer makes the following 
pruning recommendation: Head back 
the young tree at planting time, as 
is the present practice, to counter- 
balance the root pruning incident 
to transplanting. Limit subsequent 
pruning of the non-bearing tree to 
the removal of undesirable branches 
and even then thin out too little 
rather than too much. Head back 
a branch only when. necessary to 
shape the tree and then head back 
preferably to a side branch. Prune 
lightly, recognizing that light prun- 
ing for the peach would be moderate 
pruning for the apple. As the tree 
reaches maturity and ‘s heavily, 
heavier pruning will have to be given 
to maintain a proper supply of néw 
growth.

Let us Introduce Commodore Mar- 


eus Aurelius Hitchcock, of Point Ed- 
ward. For eighty-two years he has 
deen snuffing the invigorating 
breezes that blow down Lake Huron. 


For sixty-nine years of that time he 
divided his career between the call- 
ings of fisherman and yachtsman, in 
both of which he is a past master. 
He has caught in his nets, during his 
lifetime, a million dollars’ worth of 
herring and whitefish. He holds the 
medal for life-saving. But, best of 
all, though four-score, he, is full of 
the old-time energy that won him in 
his early days the rough and tumble 
championship of the Port Sarnia dis- 
trict, and to-day he has health and_ 
vigor that no money could buy. 

Mr. Hitehcock’s chief claim to 
tame is that he is one of the beat 
performers on ice skates that the dis- 
trict can boast. In the old days, at 
Belle Isle, Detroit, policemen lined 
up the crowds on both sides of the 
river skating course, in order that all 
might view his backward jump on 
skates, taken at full speed and cul- 
minating in three jumps before com- 
ing to a stand.

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| CONFERENCE DISCUSSED BOXED 
APPLES AND BERRIES. 


Change In Grade Names and Defini- 
tions for Apples In Boxes Is 
Important Departure—There Will 
Also Be an Alteration Made In 
Sizes of Boxes for Berries. 


Among the many decisions and 
‘yetommendations of the recent Dom- 
inion Fruit “Gemference at Ottawa 
those concerning grade sames and 


definitions for apples in boxes 
respecting new standards for berry 
boxes will tend to revolutionize 
these two factors of the fruit- 
growing business. The discussion 
on grade names for boxed apples 
was opened by the chairman, Fruit 
Commissioner C. W. Baxter, who 
read a letter from J. F. Smith, Fruit 
Trade Commissioner, Liverpool, ad- 
vocating a change from the custom- 
ary No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3 to Extra 
Fancy, Fancy, and C,“ as used in 
the United States. Mr. Smith pointed 
out that, in the minds of the British 
importers, No. 2 and No. 3 suggested 
inferiority. The adoption of the 
change would result in higher prices 
for Canadian apples. 

The matter was left to a com- 
‘mittee, which later brought in a 
recommendation that the change in 
names be made and that the Amer-: 
ican grade standards be adopted with 
the addition of some strengthening 
clauses. The recommendation was 
adopted unanimously. Based on this 
report, the grade names and stand- 
ards likely to become law are, in 
effect, as follows: 1 

Extra Fancy or First Grade.— 
Extra Fancy apples are defined as 
mature, clean, smooth, hand-picked, 
well-formed apples only, of good 
color for the variety, free from all 
insect pests, diseases, bruises, spray 
burns, limb rubs, visible watercore, 
skin punctures or skin broken at 
the stem, and sitall be free from 
russeting except that the russeting 
at the basin of the stem shall be 
permitted. ö 

Fancy or Second Grade. — Fancy 
apples are defined as apples comply- 
ing with the Extra Fancy grade ex- 
cept that leaf rubs, slight scratches 
and russeting be permitted up to 
10 per cent. of the surface of the 
apple, provided that slight limb 
rubs not to exceed one-half inch in 
diameter or scab spots not larger 
than one-quarter inch in diameter 
in the aggregate shall be permitted, 
and provided that two healed-over 
worm stings on apples carrying 
Extra Fancy color requirements 
éharacteristic of the variety shall be 
permitted in this grade, and that 
90 per cent. of the apples meet. the 
requirements of the Extra Fancy 
grade. gue 

“co” or Third Grade.—‘‘C” grade 
apples are defined as all those free 
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from infection, soft bruises and 
broken skin, provided that this 
grade may include  healed-over 


stings and scab spots not to exceed 
one-half inch in the aggregate. .Ap-

James E. Johnson, Simcoe, believ- 
ed in standardizing these packages so 
that our berries could be shipped 
anywhere. Last year our growers 
saw the advantages of shipping ber- 
ries and other fruits to the United 
States as never before, and they 
could not do it because of the dif- 
ferences in packing requirements. 
T. J. Mahony brought out the ad- 
vantage that shipping to the United 
States would have in taking large 
quantities of berries off our own 
markets and thereby increasing the 
price to the growers. For the jam 
manufacturers, James  Wagstaffe, 
Hamilton, supported the changé. 

The British Columbia delegates at 
first opposed the proposition, espe- 
cially in the matter of a change 
from the two-fifths quart to the 
American pint for raspberries, W. J. 
Manson, Mission, B.C., asked that 
the two-fifths hallock be not 
changed as it was admirably suited 
to the needs of British Columbia, 
and was well known in the Prairie 
Provinces. C. E. Barnes suggested 
that the proposed change be made 
with permission for British Columbia 
to retain also the present standards 
if she wished. 

After further discussion, pro and 
con, and consideration later by a 
committee, a resolution was carried 
recommending the adoption for use 
in Canada of the United States 
atandard pint and the United States 
standard quart berry and currant 
boxes, and that this regulation shall

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SERBIA PEASANTS.

Lot. 

To the English visitor, accustomed 
to the ordinary ccmforts of life, it 
is a source of wonderment how the 
peasants and poor of the Balkans are 
able to exist on the meagre food ther 
Corn bread of poor quality 
forma the diet of a large part of the 
village population. This alender diet 
produces robust bodies, strong mus- 
cles and rosy cheeks. The old adage 
that bread is the staff of life finds 
best proof here. 

On the whole, the poor of the Bal 
kan countries have an unusually hard 
lot in lite. Their poverty is prac- 
tite permanent. Their plight seems 
to exclte little sympathy from those 
who are well off: There is a callous. 
ed indifference to the sufferings of 
the poor which strikes an English 
visitor as almost heartless. In few 
if any of the Balkan States does the 
Government make any provision for 
the care of the poor/ 

The eight-hour working day is un- 
known in the rural districts of the 
Balkans. The peasant works from 
sunrise until after dark. He is 80 
bent and weather-scarred that he 
looks twice his age after thirty. In 
some cases he belongs to nomadic 
tribes and leads an existence un- 
known in the country district of Eng- 
land. At night one often passes whole 
wagon-loads of them on the road go- 
ing from town to town. Every man 
is asleep on the top of his load, and 
is not disturbed by thoughts of bur- 
glars or highwaymen. 

The peasant removes his hat to 
every one better dressed than him- 
self and gets his ox-cart off the road 
for every motor-car that passes. He 
is a simple, honest, home-loving per- 
son, with much homely virtue. The 
peasant women have enormous fami- 
lies of children, about half of whom 
survive the rigors of child life in the 
extreme conditions that prevail in the 
Balkans. 


Telling Time By the Sun. 

You may have wondered some- 
times how it is that whilst most of 
our counting is done in tens, we 
have several examples of reckoning 
by twelves, such as the half-dogen, 
the dozen, the gross, and also the 
divisions of the year and of the day. 

The reason is that in the old days 
there were two quite distinct systems 
of calculating. The Jews and Arabs 
used their ten fingers as an ald to 
addition, and from them we get the 
decimal system. But other early peo- 
ples had a system of counting found- 
ed not on the number of their fingers, 
but on the movements of the sun. 

They adopted as their unit the 
time which the sun takes to travel 
his own length, that fs one minute. 
They found that the sun required 
720 minutes to pass from sunrise to 
sunset at those times of the year 
when day and night were equal, and 
these they divided into 12 hours of 
60 minutes each. Twelve thus be- 
came their group for calculating pur- 
poses, and 60 (five times 12) was 
their top number, corresponding to 
our hundred. 

They were at first only moderately 
good astronomers, so they worked 
out the year at 360 days, which gave 
12 months of 30 days each. Each 
month had two spells of twelve work- 
ing days, and six days of rest. Later 
they adopted the six-day week, with 
a seventh rest day as part of it. 

We can see a curious survival of 
the 12 system in our own language. 
Most others have no proper words 
tor numbers beyond ten—they must 
say one-and-ten,“ two-and-ten,“ 
and so on up to twenty (two tens); 
but we have distinct words in 
„eleven“ and twelve.“

An instance of | 
is found in a recent official report by 
the Saskatchewan Provincial Police, 


and constitutes one of the most 
remarkable details ever given to a 
single police officer, in that it was 
undertaken in the mid-winter of 
Northwestern Canada, it entailed 103 
days of consecutive duty with the ne- 
cessity providing food supplies in 
an almost uninhabited region and it 
involved a journey of 1,900 miles by 
snowshoes, dog teams and canoes, the 
thermometer hovering all the time 
between 30 and 50 degrees below 
zero. 

An Indian tramping down from 
the Arctic circle region told a priest 
at Fond du Lac, on the northern 
frontier of Saskatchewan, that he 
had found a man dead in a shack 
about 100 miles away. The priest 
notified the commanding officer of 
the police at Prince Albert, 500 
miles to the south. Within an hour 
Officer M. Chappius was on his way 
to investigate the matter. It is from 
his report, written with the least ex- 
penditure of words and, with no 
attempt at magnifying his task, that 
the details of his trip are gathered. 
When he reached Isle a la Crosse on 
February 16 he had to buy a dog 
team and a sleigh owing to the fact 
that no one would hire me a sleigh, 
and no one would make the trip with 
his own dogs.” Five days afterward, 
when he reached Cree Lake, the snow 
was four feet deep and the ther- 
mometer about 50 degreés below 
zero. 

His guide refused to go farther 
and the native Indians declared It 
was impossible to reach Fond du 
Lac, but a white trapper agreed to 
accompany him. The only food he 
could buy. was four quarters of 
caribou. On March 12 they had left 
only a little tea and half a bannock

No sooner 
has death been pronounced than the 
entire household, and even neighbor- 
hood, set up wailing. weeping and 
rin their hair, the other inhabi- 
tants of the village soon crowd 
around, and, as it were, join in “the 
e¢sorus” of lamentations, extolling 
sae virtues of the dead and magnify- 
ing@gem until the dead person 
assumes the glorification of .a 
Sint. Two Watchers guard the 
bedy, for it is feared the spirit 
migut overcome one man. To dis- 
cover the cause of the death is very 
important with the Eskimo, and in 
the evening they engaged in a cere- 
mony called “head lifting.” They 
name each disease in order, and 
when the head becomes heavy, ac- 
cept thac us the atfirmative answer 
of the fatal malady. The corpse is 
removed through a window or 
through a window or through a hole 
hug in the sic of the snow house, 
for the Eskimos imagine its spirit 
might And its way back if it were 
taken through the door in the usual 
manner. 

Most Eskimo graves are merely a 
heap of stones. First of all the Eski- 
mos decide on a place of burial 
which is near a camping site on the 
water, if the death occurs in sum- 
mer; or on a hillside near the settle- 
ment, if it takes place in the winter 
season. Stones are piled up, leaving 
endugh space for the body, which 
rests on a bed of moss. The corpse 
is wrapped in deer skins, and large, 
flat stones are then placed over the 
grave, sealing it as well as possible. 
Large rocks and boulders are finally 
piled around to preserve the remains 
from the attacks of beasts and birds 
of prey. : 

On top of an Eskimo grave are 
placed the personal effects of the 
deceased. . The kyak and weapons 
of a man are left for his spirit and 
placed on his grave; and a dead wo- 
man has the family lamp placed on 
the last resting place. No one, ex- 
cept, perhaps, a marauding or “olvi- 
ned“ white man, dare remove these 
possessions of the dead. 

If there is one possession of an 
Eskimo held sacred it is the family 
lamp. Dirty, smoky and amelly, it 
consists of a shallow, semi-circular 
dish of soapstone, with a wick of 
moss saturated in fat. Suspended 
near the flame is a piece of seal blub- 


by wolves.“ In the evening of March 
14 his ‘feelings were revived“ by the 
sight of a shack, the first he saw 
since leaving Cree Lake. He found 
in it some frozen fish. “I took fifty 
of them; I Gould have taken more, 
but it is not a good policy, as I did 
not know who was the owner of the 
fish and was afraid of putting him 
in the same position we were, almost 
starving.“ He found out later, how- 
ever, who the owner was and paid 
him 10 cents a fish, making a total 
payment of $5.” f 
After he had reached Ford du Lac 
he had yet an eight-day journey on 
snowshoes, as the dog team could not 
travel much of the way owing to the 
high banks of the rocks. He found 
that the man whose death he had 
come to investigate had died from 
natural causes, perhaps cold or star- 
vation. He had been dead at least a 
year. It was impossible to bury the 
body on account of the solid rock. 
So, he says: 5 | 
J pulled the rock stove to pieces 
and brought in some gtones from the 
outside and lowered the bed and 
body to the ground; after wrapping 
up the remains with a blanket and 
canvas I put a number of logs and 
wood over the body, then placed the 
stones on top, thereby forming a 
grave. Befors leaving I nailed up 
the door and window and wrote on 
the door in English, French, Cree 
and Chipewayn that this was the 
grave of Emmanuel Persson, and 
that no person was to interfere or 
attempt to go inside the shack.” 
A few little details, which were 
crowded into the last paragraph of 
the report and which Officer Chap- 
plus almost forgot to mention, were 
that the trip back was harder 
owing to the fact that I took a 
lunatic at the request of the residents 
of Fond du Lac and handed him over 
to the Alberta Provincial Police,“ 
that he saw no game, * was never 
out of sight of a lar number of 
wolves, and that for much of the dis- 
tance there was such a blizzard

Even 
when the mining boom petered out 
ang John A. closed up his brokerage 
office it was only to embark upon a 
still more pretentious enterprise, to 
wit, the organization of the Colling- 
wood wire and shipbuilding under- 
takings. But even though twenty-odd 
years have since elapsed, John Allis- 
ter still knows how to turn in de- 
scriptive copy, as was evident from 
the letters he furnished the press 
during the early part of the war. 


Birds In Winter Time. 


In the winter time particularly 
when snow is on the ground many 
birds die of hunger. Here are a few 
suggestions for feeding the birds 
which hover about the garden. A 
cocoanut cut in half, a meaty bone, 
or a piece of suet suspended in a 
tree will supply the wants of the 
blue tits. Some nuts thrust securely 
in the hollows of the trunk of trees 
or placéd in cleft sticks fastene® to 
the boughs will serve for the @nt- 
hatch.

Many 
winged creatures may all be tempted 
to a bird-table spread with mince 
meat, crumbs of bread, and general 
household scraps. The birds’ meal 
should always be put out early in 
the morning, as it is then that the 
birds are hungriest.

Fitting the Horse Collar Is An Art 


Much trouble results on the aver- 
age farm each year from sore 
shoulders on horses caused by the 
improper fitting of collars, and im< 
proper adjustment of hames. 

The collar should fit the shoulder 
so that in length there is just room 
for the flat of one’s hand between 
the collar and the neck at the bot- 
tom. In width the collar should fit 
snugly against the sides of the neck 
from a point three inches above the 
shoulder point, to a point about half 
way up to the top of the neck. The 
upper one-third to one-half of the 
collar should be wide enough to allow 
one to pass the thick of the hand 
between the collar and the side of 
the neck: If the upper part of the 
neck is thick a Quarter Sweaney” 
or “Half Sweaney” collar should be 
used, so as not to pinch the neck. A 
collar too wide at the top will pro- 
duce a sore neck on account of side 
motion of the collar as the horse 
walks. 

Sweat pads should be avoided as 
they hold the heat and sweat and 
produce a tender shoulder, often 
causing a galled condition. 

The hames should be adjusted so 
as to hold the collar snugly against 
the sides of the neck, and so as to

Over 3,400 Farmers Use Best Method 
for Culling Dairy Herds.

Dairy Commissioner. In his report 
on the subject he gives instances of 
increase in annual revenue which 
illustrate what may be accomplished. 
In four years, he says, by adoption 
of the system, the Comox Association 
in British Columbia, increased the 
average yield per cow by 1,400 Ibe. 
milk and 70 Ibs. fat. This was in 
the period from 1914 to 1918, and 
in the latter year the increase meant 
at least fifty dollars more per cow 
than was obtained in 1914. In a 
locality in Ontario where the system. 
has been followed for a term of years 
the production of one herd, inelud- 
ing a number of grade cows, has been 
increased from 5,400 Ibs. milk to 
nearly 12,000 Ibs. per cow. 
average of 57 ¢ows finishing a full 
year’s testing in 1920 was 8,866 Ibs. 
milk and 313.4 Ibs. fat. The state- 
ment is made that in Denmark twen- 
ty per cent. of the cows are tested; 
that in the United States there are’ 
452 associations operating with an 
average of 425.cows tested in each 
association, or over 272,000 cows in 
all, and that in Canada, where the 
methed pursued is on different lines, 
3,400 farmers are so engaged. The 
numbers everywhere are increasing 
rapidly. Co-operation is ‘recom- 
mended as the best method to follow 
in operating the system of cow-test- 
ing, and the hiring of competent men 
to do the work.

Thin Your Woodland. 


Lack of proper thinning and cut- 
ting is a common cause of wood- 
lands being unprofitable. Nature us- 
ually overcrowds trees in a given 
space, and so steps should be taken 
to give them sufficient light and soll 
moisture to thrive and become profit- 
able. . 

By properly controlling the num- 
ber of trees on a tract it is possible 
to increase their rate of growth and 
eventually their size. Except for the 
production of cordwood, a few large 
trees on a given area are usually more 
desirable than many small ones, If. 
possible, valuable kinds of wood 
should be grown in preference to 
common woods which bring. lower 
prices.

Farm Woodland Marked for Con- 
servative Thinning. 


as a rule, contain many crooked, 
forked and diseased trees which 
should be replaced by straight, 
sound ones. Soon after a cutting 
trees show an increased growth and 
the whole woodland rapidly increases 
in value by the elimination of infer- 
lor trees. ‘ 

With an active market for cord- 
wood and for fence posts, poles and 
lumber, there is every inducement to 
clear out the inferior trees-—diseas- 
ed, dying, crooked and less valuable 
kinds. Right cutting also includes 
the removal of large, sound trees 
whose growth is slow because they 
are nearing or have reached matur- 
ity.. The cutting should be done only 
at a ¢ime of favorable market condl- 
tions or when building or other tim- 
ber is needed on the farm. 


Health Is Infectious. 

This is from a Hindoo source:

Intensive, persistent cultivation 
and application of some potash fer- 
tilizer, will make drained marshes 
produce splendid crops of corn, 
grain or potatoes. With proper eul- 
tural methods, most common farm 
crops thrive well on drained marsh 
solls. 

It is not absolutely necessary to 
use manure to bring up the fertility 
of sandy soil,-but where this is avail- 
able it often gives the best, cheapest 
and most satisfactory results. Good 
crops have been obtained on some 
formally worthless jack pine land by 
applying peat with commercial 
fertilizer. 

Before anyone condemns the dairy 
business he should make an effort 
to keep real cows and feed and care 
for them so they will make a profit.

He is not troubled with water, but 
he is troubled with dust; not the 
dust that we see In this country, but 
the fierce blinding dust storms of the 
desert. 

These are so violent that tiny par- 
ticles are driven into the works of 
even the most finely made watch, 
which becomes at once clogged and 
useless. If the camel had not nos- 
trils which were perfectly dust-tight, 
he could never endure the dreadful 
sand and dust storms. 


A Rebel's“ Library. 

A curious relic of the past comes 
to view in the sale at Montreal re- 
cently of the library of 6,000 books 
at one time the possession of Louis 
Joseph Papineau, leader of the Rebel- 
lion in Lower Canada in 1837, and 
for years a fiery radical and reformer 
among the French-Canadians. Al- 
though Papineau died in 1870, his 
library has remained in his chateau 
at Montebello, on the Ottawa river, 
40 miles down from the capital, 
where the former leader lived in dig- 
nified retirement for twenty years. 
Papineau had been a great reader, 
and his books are said to have been 
a reflection of his own life. Here, in 
the tower of the manor house, the 
library has remained until the heirs 
decided to wind up the estate. 

It is dimeult to realize that the 
fiery agitator of the 30's, he whose 
alert portrait hangs in the Parlla- 
ment Buildings at Ottawa, should 
finally settle down as a recluse in a 
chateau. DeCelles, his biographer, 
gives this picture of his old age: 

“Papineau, like many of con- 
temporaries, wrote much and at 
great length. His letters, written in 
a large and legible hand, generally 
covered from four to eight pages. 
Correspondence took up a great part 
of his leisure time at La Petite Na- 
tion, where boundless hospitality 
ever awaited his friends. One felt 
at home under the roof of the 
charming manor house of Monte- 
bello, with its vast apartments af- 
fording, through noble bay windows, 
widely extended views of the beauti- 
ful waters of the Ottawa. There was 
nothing surely here to suggest the 
ruder elements of democracy. Papi- 
neau was evidently a Pierre Leroux 
in theory only, his tastes and manner 
were rather those of an aristocrat.” 

That Papineau was born to live in 
opposition was the inference from 
the earlier years of his life. That he 
himself realized this is clear from a 
laughing remark which he once 
made when explaining his late ar- 
rival at a meeting: I waited to take 
an opposition boat.”

Miss Eleanora, an English tight- 
rope walker, has announced her in- 
tention of crossing Niagara Falls on 
a tight-rope, early in June. Should 
she succeed she will not be the first 
to accomplish this perilous feat. 

It was in 1859 that Blondin an- 
nounced his determination to cross 
Niagara Falls on a tight-rope, and 
world-wide interest was aroused. The 
rope was stretched over the falls 
nearly 250 feet above the rapids, and 
Blondin walked across, carrying a 
long balancing pole. Not content 
with this, he decided to take a pas- 
senger over on his back, and his man- 
ager, a Mr. Calcourt, volunteered, 
and was safely carried over. 

During the next few years there 
were quite a number of people who 
copied Blondin’s feats. One man 
rode across on a bicycle, while a 
Scotsman named McDonnell success- 
fully performed the hazardous feat 
of walking to the centre of the rope 
and standing on his head for a short 
time before continuing his journey. 

Perhaps the most sensational feat 
in the history of Niagara Falls was 
performed by Signora Spelterini, who 
successfully crossed with bushel bas- 
kets on her feet in place of the usual 
tight-rope walker’s shoes!

Investigational Work by Provincial 
Veterinarians — It Makes Castra- 
tion and Dehorning Risky-——More 
Research and Experimenting 
Necessary. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
. A@ticulture, Toronto.) 


Recently consitterable sickness and 
losses have been reported among 
cattle being fed on ensilage. In som 
instances only a few animals have 
been affected on a particular farm, 
but in a few cases the losses have 
been serious, as one farmer is known 
to have lost 17 animals out of a herd 
of 50 cattle. The frequency and 
peculiarity of these losses has led the 
Department to have investigations 
and experiments made to determine 


the cause. 
Investigational Work by Ontario 
Veterinarians. 

The staff of the Ontario Veterinary 
College have been in close touch with 
the veterinary surgeons throughout 
the province, and reliable tgforma- 
tion obtained as to the prevailing 
eircumstances where cattle have died. 
In all cases investigation has reveal- 
ed the fact that the losses have 
occurred among cattle fed extensively 
on sweet clover ensilage which had 
become mouldy. Samples of the en- 
silage were shipped to the Veterinary 
College, and experiments conducted 
clearly indicated that mouldy sweet 
clover ensilage was harmful to cattle. 
From observations and information 
available at the present time, it would 
appear that the harm is confined to 
sweet clover ensllage which has be- 
come mouldy, and that the continued 
feeding of it is liable to cause death. 
Young Cattle the First to Succumb. 

It is an interesting fact that young 
eattle under three years of age are 
the ones which suffer most severely 
and succumb the qulckest. In illus- 
tration of this the case mentioned 
where in a herd of 50 cattle the 17 
which died were all young cattle un- 
der two years of age and in good 
condition. No sickness had been pres- 
ent in the herd until after the feed- 
ing of the ensilage commenced, and 
the losses occurred within a few 
weeks. Apparently mature cattle 
over four years of age are able to 
withstand the ill effects better than 
young cattle. However, continued 
feeding of damaged sweet clover en- 
silageymay be harmful to cattle of 
all ages. 8 
It Makes Castration and Dehorning 
Dangerous. 

It is also interesting to note that 
operations such as dehorning and 
castration performed on cattle that 
‘have been kept largely on mouldy 
sweet clover ensilage caused sudden 
death in many cases, while the same 
operations, similarly performed on 
cattle fed differently have not been 
followed by ill effects. The exact na- 
ture of the © poisonous factor 
associated with the ensilage, and the 
manner in which it produces harm- 
ful effects in cattle and to cause their 
death has not yet been definitely 
determined, and any opinions ex- 
pressed at the present time are based 
on practical observations. - 

More Research and Experimenting 

Required. 

In fact a large amount ok intense 
study, investigation and research will 
be necessary to obtain reliable con- 
clusions regarding the possible dan- 
gers incidental to the feeding of 
mouldy sweet clover ensilage, or as 
to whether sweet clover cut at cer- 
tain stages and under certain con- 
ditions develops harmful properties 
as silage. In the meantime sufficient 
evidence is at hand to justify warn- 
ing farmers against the feeding of 
mouldy ensilage to live stock in 
order to avoid losses, and under no 
circumstances should operations in- 
cluding dehorning and castration be 
performed on cattle which are being 
fed on sweet clover ensilage if it 
appears mouldy. Such animals seem 
to develop marked V lar changes 
which produce a tenden to internal 
hemorrhage resulting in death.—Dr. 
C. D. McGilvray, President, ntavio 
Veterinary College, Toronto. 


Clover Seed Grown at Home Is Safest. 

99 0 weed from Italy and other 
countries of similar climate produces 
plants that are not hardy in north- 
ern districts of Canada and the 
United States. In 1919 four and one- 
half millions of pounds of this seed 
came into the United States. This 
seed is not sold to farmers in the 
condition that it comes in, because 
seed-houses know it is inferior and 
will not produce good crops, There- 
fore it is mixed with native clover 
seed and undoubtedly is the cause 
to a considerable extent of the un- 
satisfactory clover crops. 

The only way to be safe is to buy 
from reliable firms which will guar- 
antee the source of the seed or pur- 
_chase from growers in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. 1 

When purchasing direct from 
growers care should be exercised to 
secure seed free from noxious. and 
otherwise troublesome weed seeds.— 
A. C. Arny, University of Minnesota.

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MARSHAL WAS BRIBED 


Official Was In Leacue With the 
Bootleggers and He Cleaned Up 
$100,000 In a Few Months Now 
He Is Furnishing Evidence to 
Convict His Former Friends.

One of the most scandalous con- 
spiracies to violate the prohibition 
law ever unearthed in the United 
, States is that at Memphis, Tenn., 
which has already resulted in & dozen 
bootieggers and officials being sen- 
tenced to imprisonment, and which is 
likely to send as many more to the 
ponitentiary. Curlousiy enough, the 
man by’ whose official connivance 
the city was flooded with whiskey 
for months, and who is now under-

going a term of imprisonment, is 
the chief witness: against the law- 
breakers. This is Tyree Taylor, 
formerly United States marshal. 


Taylor‘has repented and is doing 
everything to assist the authorities. 
That he has regained something of 
his old high standing in the com- 
munity, though he is yet a convict, 
is indicated by the fact that judse 
and jury have been accepting dis 
uncorroborated word in making 
convictions. He has been denied 
a private satisfaction in sending to 
penitentiary the former friend whe 
was responsible for his own ex- 
posure, because so far the jury has 
refused to convict this man. In- 
deed, he is the only one so far tried 
who has escaped. 

In the few months that he was 
working at high pressure, it is esti- 
mated that Taylor collected $100,000 
in bribes. This was at the rate of $2 
for each case of whiskey that was 
brought into the city with his per- 
mission, This would represent 600,- 
000 bottles of whiskey, quite enough

‘Taylor's friends bestirred themselves 
and secured him an appointment 
as Deputy United States Marshal for 
9. J Western Tennessee, with headquar- 
ters in Memphis. A couple of months 
later he was appointed chief deputy. 
At that time, and for a long time 
| afterward, he was active in the dis- 
| charge of his duties, and an inveter- 
ate foe of the whiskey runners. It 
‘was not until July, 1918, that Taylor 
‘succumbed to temptation. He fell 
because he was offered a lot of 
money, and because at that time he 
happened to need a lot of money in 
connection with divorce proceedings. 
Having once accepted, he could not 
refuse a second bribe, and perhaps 
he had no desire to do so. The word 
would be passed from one bootlegger 
to another that Taylor would listen 
to reason. 

The money poured in on him as 
the whiskey poured in on Memphis, 
much of it by motor truck and much 
‘more by boats, bought for the puf- 
pose, and plying on the Mississippi. 
Soon it became apparent that some 
official was in league with tne voot- 
leggers, and it was not lohg before 
Taylor's name was wWhispered about. 
A Secret Service man was sent to in- 
-| vestigate and he heard the talk about 
Taylor, At that time Taylor was 
boarding with the woman, whom he 
afterwards married, and had a tele- 
phone in her home. It was at the 
suggestion of C. H. Hottum, sporting 
man about town, that the detective 
tapped the telephone line. He heard 
conversations by both Taylor and the 
lady who is now. Mrs. Taylor, which 
wupplied all the information that was 
needed. Taylor was suspended, but 
‘not arrested. He went to Arkansas 
and bought a fine plantation, al- 
though his salary was. only $135 a 
month.. 

Three months later he was indict- 
» | ea and returned to give bond. Ther 
4 he left Memphis, and was not seen 
again until he was arrested m New 
Orleans two years later. In those 
‘years he had done some extensive 
traveling, hiding in Alberta, Gallfor- 
nia and Florida. He had à passport 
to Mexico, but at the last moment 
declined to use it. His undoing was 
brought about by a sudden flying 
visit he made to Tennessee to visit 
his parents. The authorities were 
close on his heels and he remained 
only one day. Nevertheless, he got 
clear away, and the detectives knew 
little of his whereabouts for five 
months. Then he wrote a letter to a 
friend, which was intercepted, and he 
was arrested in New Orleans.

Good yields of this ULL Hikes . nue" 
cannot be secured unless the land is G#p}via- - : ö 
kept in good condition. 

A generous top dressing with good 
barnyard manure applied in the fall, 
winter, or early spring is re- 
commended. This top dressing should 
be distributed evenly and not too 
thickly. If bunchy, it may be thinned 
out by harrowing which sometimes 
helps to stimulate the growth. 

Thin spots in the pasture should 
receive a new seeding of grass. The 
use of a mixture of six pounds of 
timothy, two pounds of red clover 
and one pound of alsike clover to the 
acre will give good resuits. Where 
there is a partial stand of grass, pos- 
sibly not more than one-haif of this 
quantity is needed. Only the thin 
spots will require treatment. : 

Alternate freezing and thawing and 
the early spring rains will work the 
seed into the soil and resuit in quick 
growth. Let the grass get a good 
start before the stock is turned in. 
Nothing so depletes the ‘annual yield 
of pasturage as to overstock it at 
the beginning of the season.

Thin spots in the pasture should 
receive a new seeding of grass. The 
use of a mixture of six pounds of 
timothy, two pounds of red clover 
and one pound of alsike clover to the 
acre will give good resuits.
